ROUTE MANAGER'S CORNER

Statistics can be deceiving when not pre- 
sented properly. Often, summaries are 
so poorly presented to be of little value. 
However, there are many cases where 
statistical summaries can be interpreted 
so as to make meaningful decisions. Such 


is the case, | feel, with the latest Nation- 
al Traffic System summary published in 
the League Officials (LO) Bulletin by the 
ARRL. 


This bulletin is published once each year, 
and contains information of value to ECs, 
RMs, SCMs, and PAMs in preparing pro- 
grams for their constituents, The October 
1972 issue shows that the Colorado Sec- 
tion ranked 17th out of 73 sections in 
traffic analysis for 1971. These rankings 
are based solely on the individual month- 
ly activities reports submitted te the SCM 
(Clyde Penney, WAGHLQ in Colorado). 
The reports that net managers turn inare 
not included in this particular ranking. 
Sections are ranked (1) by the total num- 
ber of reports received, and (2) by the 
total amount of traffic reported in these 
reports. So, itis important to report to 
the SCM your activities each month, even 
though your traffic count may be low, or 
zero. During 1971, 251 monthly reports 
were received (about 21 stations report- 
ing each month) totalling 22,789 message 
count (about 1900 count per month, and an 
average of 90 message count par month 
per station), Itis interesting to note vhat 
Kansas outranked Colorado, but only re- 
ported 18,815 message count. The dif- 
ference was that 337 monthly reports 
were received! So, each station who par - 
ticipates in nets at any level should report 
his monthly activities to his SCM, 


The following tabulation is abstracted from 
the annual traffic summaries for the Colo- 
rado Section for the past five years:

Active net operators and managers are to 
be congratulated on 4 steady climb of traf- 
fic and activity reports, Of special inter - 
est is the fact that both the Colorado Code 
Net and the Silver State Net have increased 
membership, activity, and reporting in 
1972, so the Colorado Section should rank 
even higher next October when the 1972 
statistical summary is published, How- 
ever, it will become increasingly difficult 
to maintain this fantastic inerease in rank~ 
ing, unléss additional stations report their 
monthly activities regularly, 


Are these statistics misleading? 1 think 
not, In my five years in Colorado, I have 
voticed an incréase in traffic operation, 
and in the number of messages handled 
each night on the various nets, We in 
Golorado are certainly better prepared to 
participate in disaster communicationa 
than five years ago, much due to increased 
organized participation in state-wide and 
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local nets, and in the National Traffic 
System. OF course, the advent of the VHF 
repeater and hoards of operators has in- 
creased our ability to cover the local 
scene during emergencies, These local 
operations can and should be tied in close- 
ly with the lowband state-wide nets and 
the NTS. Does your VHF greup have pos- 
itive, dependable tie-in with a state-wide 
net? Does lhat sarne net afford you depend- 
able link with the outside. world through 
the organized NTS? If not, I will be glad 
to hear from you, your EC, or group
